Be it enacted 1Jy eM General .ABfJembly 
ted. Qf the State of IOtDa, That all the lands granted to the 

. State of Iowa, by the act of Congress entitled "an act 
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donatin~ public lands to the several States and Territo­
ries, which may provide colleges for the benefit of Agri-
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cnltQre, and the Mechanic Arts," apJ>roved July 2d, 
1862, which grant was accepted by said State of iowa, Accepted. 
by an act passed Itt the extra session of the Ninth Gen-
eral Assembly, approved September 11,1862, be and G ed 
the same are hereby granted to the Iowa State Agricnl- rant . 
tural College, situated on the Agricnltural Farm in 
Story county, Iowa. The interests on the proceeds 
arising from the sales of said lands, or any part thereof, 
and the rents accruing from the lease of any of said 
lands, are hereby appropriated to the endowment, sup-
port and maintenance of said College, upon the terms, 
conditions and restrictions contained in said ·Act of 
Congress and snbject to such conditions and restrictions 
as future Legislatures of Iowa may impose. The Board of 
Board of Trustees of said Agricultural College and Farm Tru8tees.

patents or deeds for lands conveyed by the State, and shall 
convey all the right, title and interest of the State to the 
lands therein described.

LOAN OF SCHOOL FUND. 

AN ACT to provide for the loan of the Permanent School Fund, 
fixing the rate of interest thereon. and limiting the price at which 
School Land may be sold, and for other purposes.
